King Constantine Determined
to Prevent Aid to Serbia
and Her Allies in the War
Against Central Powers

London, Oct. §.~The alliea’ hopes
wore dealt a hard blow ia the Bal-
kans today,

With Bulgaria sbout to join the
Austro-Gormans, Greoce and Rou-
menin have abandoned Berbla and
the other allies,

Thoe resigoation of Premier Venl-
wolos of Greege vaused consternstion,
for It indioated King Constantine is
apparently d’"uuud not to ald
Serbix unless Bulgaria actually In-
vades Ureece.

The sudden upheaval ai Athens
vompletely overshadows the Ruassian-
Bulgarian situation. The allles are
now poaltive that Bulgaris will aid
the Teutons, and the Russian ultima-
tum, demanding severance by ‘the
Sofis governmoui of relations Wwith
the contral empires, is, as far as Is
known here, siill upanswered, In
view of this altuation, it is firmly be-
lived here that Russls will soon an-
nounce positive steps agailnst Bul-
giria.

Cennored OM dispatchen loday

" indicated that Bulgaris has given Its

pledge to King Constantine that the
interests of Oreece will not be harm-
od by any anti-S8erblan move on Bul-
garin's part and that this promise
won him to a maintenancoe of neu-
trality, This position caused the
break with Venizelon, who always
han oon pro-ally snd pro-war, and
who wan recently returmed to the
premiership on this plank,

Crown Prince George, with mem-
bers of the Greek general staff, loft
last night for Balonika, No intima-
tion of thelr intentions is given, but
in viewsof the change of policy on
the part of Greecs, the Salonlka situ-
ation Is causing apprehension here.

« Boventy thousand French troops

landed there, with the tacit consent
of Premier Veniszelos, though in or
der to comply with CGreek laws a
formal protest was sent France, Con-
stantine opposed this course of the

AYS PRESIOENT

Washington, Ocl, 8.—Presaldont
Wilson today struck out straight
from the shoulder for greater pre-
paredness {n his address of welcome
to the naw naval sdvisory board o}
the White House when he called up-
on them to unite with the govern-

fonse that will “command the respect
of the entire world."

“I think the whole nation Is con.
vinead that we ought {o be prepared,
not for war, but for defonse, and yory
adequataly prépared,” sald the presl-
dent. "1 want you to feel that we
bave & very serlous purpose, and we
have not asked you to asspclate your-
selves with us, except for s mosl de-
finlte and practical purpose and to
get you o give ug your hest Inde-
pendent thought on how to make
ready for any duty that may fall ups
on the nation.

“"America’s apirit s one of poace,
but of Independence. It s In & spieit
of peace, goodwill and human free-
dom, but it ia also the spirit of a
nation whieh knows it must com-
mand the world's respect.”

Members of the hosrd shook hands
with the prosident gravely and as-
sured him they wonld do thelr utmont
to asgist him.

Athens, Oet. &—Balle\ring Greece
was about to be plunged into war,
King Constantine hurred by automo-
bile from his summer home and
forced the resignation of Premler
Venizelos within two hours, It was
learned today,

The ruler heard at his summer
home about the sensational speech of
Venizeloa in parllament yesterday, in
which the premfer declared’ Greece
would regort to'aymsg if Bulgarla at-
tacked Berbla. He quickly ordéred
his car and sped to the palace nt
Athons, There he studied the parlia-
ment record a few minutes and' then
hurrledly summoned {the premler.
Meanwhile, opposition leaders bad
rénched the palace €fid had told the
king that Venimelon was about to
make an seven more startling siate-
mont,

In the brief heated nesslon with
the King Venlselos resigned, Later
the ministers followed suit and their
resignations were promptly acoepted.

The king is willing to go to any
oxtrame to inapre Greece against any
